These include such 
callings as aviation m achinist, den­ 
tal technician, photographer, diesel 
engineer, radio technician, electri­ 
cian, welder, storekeeper, and bak­ 
er. 
Enlisted m en m ay also qual­ 
ify fo r com m issions as officers. 
B eginning this week, the Navy 
plans for a lim ited tim e to accept 
new qualified men 
for training. 
These men will be sent to one of 
fo u r N aval T raining Stations and 
m ay have a chance to go to a 
N avy T rade School even before as­ 
signm ent to the fleet. 
D uring this 
period they will be given regular 
N avy pay and the N avy’s free 
schooling is valued a t hundreds of 
dollars. 
“ N ever in the history of the 
U nited S tates has there been g re a t­ 
e r opportunity fo r 
loyal 
young 
A m ericans to’ serve th eir country 
and build th eir futures th an rig h t 
now ,” said Secretary Knox. 
In outlining the m any advant­ 
ages offered by enlistm ent in the 
U nited S tates Navy, Mr. Paddock 
n a v y E ditor of the Paddock Publi­ 
cations, said, “ It is possible for a 
b rig h t young man to increase his 
pay seven tim es during his first

Coming to Chicago recently as 
the professor of preaching a t the 
Presbyterian Theological Sem inary 
Dr. Clarke has had num erous im ­ 
p ortant speaking engagem ents in­ 
cluding the opening serm on a t the 
Sunday Evening club a t O rchestra 
hall, and the annual serm on a t 
the Presbyterian Union of Chica­ 
go. 
Dr. Clarke w as bom in Glasgow', 
Scotland, receiving his education 
there and a t McGill U niversity in 
M ontreal. 
Irater he was graduated 
from the Presbyterian Theological 
College in M ontreal. He served for 
four years in the W orld W ar and 
w'as aw arded the M ilitary Cross at 
Amiens for “several deeds of g reat 
bravery.” 
He has announced th a t the sub- j 
ject of his sermon for Sunday night 
will be, “ When the Tide of B attle 
T urns,” w'hich will be of especial

Opponents Fear Arlington 
Proctically all the pre-season re ­ 
ports from Northeast conference 
coaches indicate that Arlington is 
looked on as one of the top flight 
teams. 
Three others that we are 
inclined to think will share first 
division berths with the Cardinals 
are Niles, Crystal Lake and Wood- 
stock. 
Niles Has Best Scorer Back 
Arlington has Millay and Beck­ 
er, two of their best scorers, plus 
the pick of a lightweight team 
which was the best in the league 
a t the end of last season. Niles 
has the highest Northeast scorer 
of last year still in action. Pod- 
raza scored 113 points for sixth 
place last year. Becker had 91 and 
Millay 55 for Arlington. 
Antioch Expected To Be Strong 
Over in the Northwest loop the 
high scorers wrho are back are 
Kropp of Ela who had 114 points 
in IO games for third place and 
Oswald of Wauconda who tallied 
97 for fifth. Strauss with 63 and 
Klein with 53 are both Northbrook 
boys returning but are expected to 
have weak support
